The deplorable tragedy is 
domestic quarrel. George Napper and his 
wife, who formerly resided in St. Louis, 
came here some time ago. He was a mon- 
ey-lender. They quarreled a few days ago 
and Mrs. Napper left home. She went at 
once to St. Louis to stay with her sister, 
Mrs. E. D. Napper of Finney avenue. Her 
sister advised against the separation and 
agreed to accompany her sister back to 
Verona and effect a reconciliation. After 
some -hesitation—for Mrs. Napper knew 
her husband's temper better than her sister 
—she was prevailed upon to return. 

Saturday night the two women left St. 
Louis and reached Verona Sunday morn- 
ing. They went to Napper’s home. He 
was sullen and would not listen to over- 
tures towards reconciliation. The pres- 
enee of his sister-in-law restrained him from 
any act of violence, but it steeled him 
against his wife. The woman spent a mis- 
erable morning. Mrs. Napper thought that 
perhaps she could do more with her husband 
alone. 

She asked her sister to remain in her room 
while she went in to speak with him. She 
was gone some time and Mrs. Napper was 
beginning to think that after all her trip 
would be successful, when che was hor- 
ribly undeceived by two pistol shots. They 
followed each other in rapid succession.

She passed through 
Springfield this — with her sister's 
body, and will reach St. Louis to-night. 
She has a brother, Frank Brown, a stock 
broker at 108 North Third street, St. Louis. 


Frank J. Brown, who runs a stock ex- 
change at 108 North Third etreet, across 
from the Merchants’ Exchange, is a brother 
of Mrs. Napper. A tel Was sent to 
him informing him of the murder and sui- 
cide and he at once put the case in the 
hands of Cullen & Kelly, undertakers at 
1212 North Seventh street. 

Michael Cullen, a member of the firm, left 
for Verona Sunday night to prepare the 
body for shipment and bring to this city. 
He wired this morning that he would arrive 
on the evening train on the 6t. Louis & San 
Francisce road, The body of Mrs. Napper 
will be-taken to Mr. Brown’s residence, 4140 
West Belle place, from whence the funeral 
will probably be held to-morrow afternoon.

Mrs. Geo Napper was a Miss Emma 
Brown and Mrs. E. D. Napper, her siéter, 
was Miss Elsie Brown.

They are both daughters of Mrs. M. E.

ANOTHER SITE CHOSEN, 


J. L D. MeCarthy’s 17-Story Building 
to Be Located on Chestaut Street. 


R. Griffith, the millionaire mine owner of 
Denver, Col.; J. L. D. MeCarthy of the Me- 
Carthy Architectural and Engineering Com- 
pany of this city and others interested in 
the scheme to erect a li-story building in 
this city held’ meeting in Mr. McCarthy's 
office m the Commerical building Saturday. 


It was decided to locate the building not 
on Sixth and Pine, as n re- 
ported, but on Ninth and Chestnut. Mr. 
Griffin owns the northwest corner, measur- 
ing 6 feet front on Chestnut by a depth 
of 114 feet on Ninth street. 
The lot at first selected by the capitalists 
was situated on the north side of Pine street 
between Sixth and Seventh streets, adjoin- 
ing the alley. A corner lot was preferred, 
however, and Mr. Griffin’s lot was chosen. 
Plans of the building have been completed. 
It will be seventeen stories in height, built 
on a heavy granite foundation, on a a 
work of steel. The deal is nearing consum- 
mation. 
Mr. Griffin expects to secure the patronage 
of many of the realty agents for the pro- 
posed building. Heavy stone vaults and 
other improvements for the special accom, 
modation of realty agents and architects 
will be the inducements offered. It is likely 
that the Real Estate Exchange will occupy 
quarters on the top floor and that the build- 
ing will be named The Realty.”

HAVANA, Oct. 7.—Official advices re- 
ceived here from Santiago de Cuba, says 
that Major Tejeda of the guerrilla forces, 
has had an engagement at Palma Sorinano, 
Province of Santiago de Cuba, with a band 
of insurgents commanded by Castillo.

One ‘Killed and Another Fatally 


Wounded at Tonawanda, N. Y. 
TONAWANDA, N. Y., Oct. 7.—One man 


New York was possessed of the secret of a 
very powerful explosive, the invention of 
Horatio Rubens, the Junta’s legal adviser.

RECALL MINISTER TERRELL. 

Whether or not Secretary Olney intends 
to inaugurate a vigorous foreign pol- 
icy,” he should without delay recall Min- 
ister Terrell from Constantinople. The 
dispatch which Minister Terrell sent last 
week to the State Department about the 
alleged Armenian uprising“ in Constan- 
tinople is a disgrace to American dip- 
lomacy and a stigma upon the humanity 
of the great Republic. 

This is not Minister Terrell’s first 
offense as a Minister. He has not only 
proved himself utterly incompetent to 
conduct the delicate negotiations which 
representatives of Christian powers must 
always be prepared for at the Sublime 

orte, but his sympathies and predilec- 
ions in the Sultan's favor and his in- 

ifference to the appeals of the Sultan's 
ri tian subjects had become a matter 
of comment in diplomatie circles before 
he had been in Constantinople six 
months. 

Minister Terrell has the disadvantage 
of comparison with the ablest man-the 
United States ever sent to Constantino- 
pie, namely, Hon. Oscar Straus of New 
York. During Mr. Straus’ term of office 
American missionaries were assiduously 
looked after and American interests vig- 
erously and effectively protected within 
the domains of the unspeakable Turk.“ 
No more popular Minister ever repre- 
sented the United States at the Sultan’s 
capital. But unlike Mr. Terrell, Mr. 
Straus did not permit the blandishments 
Of the Court to divert him from his chief 
work as Minister. He was respected by 
the Sultan and his ministers and hé com- 
pelled respect for himself and his 
country. 

The—Post-Dispatch happens to know 
that Pefore Secretary Gresham's death 
the State Department was desirous of 
having the assistance of Mr. Straus in 
Straightening out some of the tangles 
at Constantinople. Secretary Olney could 
not do a wiser or more reassuring thing 
than to recall Mr. Terrell and send Mr. 
Straus to Constantinople, if only for a 
few months. Some such act is necessary 
to restore American prestige and influ- 
ence in the East.
